ISS Chairman 
Stresses Dire 
Need of Books 

Harry D. Miller, Chairman of the 
McGill I.S.S. Committee, announc- 
ed last night that the campus March 
of Books will continue until the end 
of the month. Approximately 2,000 
volumes have already been collect- 
ed on the campus, Miller reported, 
and it is hoped that many ' more will 
be given before the campaign 
closes next wfek. 

Miller has Issued the following 
release attesting to the great need 
in Europe for books of all types: 

The .outstanding work of the 
sponsors of the Canadian March of 
Books campaign for war devastated 
libraries Is evidence of Canada's ef- 
forts to contribute to International 
understanding and goodwill. Dr. 
Jakob Zuckerman, Head of the 
Clearing House for Publications. 
U.N.E.S.C., said in a tribute to the 
people who have supported the 
campaign. 

All sides of U.N.E.S.C.'s work are 
incapacitated If people are unable 
to get the books they need, it 
teachers have to teach classes with- 
out text books, if medical faculties 
have In study on the basis of an- 
tiquated literature, and if people do 
not have the books which show 
them the way of living of fellow 
men in other countries, 

U.N.E.S.C.O., therefore, he assert- 
ed, welcomes the intiative taken 
by the Canadian Council for Re- 
construction through U.N.E.S.C.O. 
*.nd the Canadian Library Assocla- 
Uoa.in.^tarting.the. March-, of Books 
Campaign to obtain from Canadian 
libraries, professional groups and 
from the public, those books and 
periodicals mostly In demand. 

Dr. Zuckerman pointed out that 
the formation of the Canadian Book 
Centre at Halifax, which handles 
the contributions with the help of 
Dominion authorities can serve as 
f xanrple for similar undertakings in 
other countries. 

On the basis of enquiries made by 
U.N.E.S.C.O. since 1947. there have 
been more than l.OOO libraries 
which have communicated details 
of destruction and loses suffered 
from the war. 

But Dr. Zuekerma clalm.^ that the 
need for books and periodicals calls 
for more than mere constniction. 
The libraries which were destroyed 
must not only provide a collection 
cf great books, but must also con 
tsin literature which will help the 
peasant till the land, teach the chil- 
dren the alphabet and help the 
scientist keep pace with recent de- 
velopments in other countries.

A. Gide Thanks U of M 

A letter from Andre Gide, 1947 
Nobel prize winner for literature, 
has been received by a memb,»r 
of the recently di.'misscd editorial 
board of Le Quartier Latin at the 
University of Montreal. 

One of the. charges ; which wa» 
laid against the editorial board 
headed by Pierre Lefebvrc. was 
that they had devoted two and a 
half of a six-page issue of Le 
Quartier Latin In tribu)e to Andre 
GIde. 

Maurice Blain, who had written 
the article, received a personal 
letter which said in part: "I am 
touched by this, tribute paid to be, 
all the more since the honor was 
unexpected." 

The letter continued: "The fact 
that this was published in a 
French language paper In Canada 
is a sign of good omen for French- 
Canadian literature." 

Pierre Lefebvre and his manag- 
ing board are claimii^g that they 
were unconstitutionally dismissed. 
They have placed their case in 
the hands of a Montreal lawyer 
:whn. in hi.-? undergraduate days at 
the University of Montreal, w.is 
an editor of Le Quartier Latin and 
president çf .their students society.

Student Forum 



While spending a year and a half 
at Dawson College I have followed 
the Student Forum In the Daily 
with keen interest, assuming that 
the contributors had some know- 
ledge ot what they were writing 
about and that I could learn a 
«leasure of what other people were 
thinking about contemporary poll- 
tics. However, nn Monday, Feb. 1-1, 
I was quite taken aback by George 
Ncuspicl's emotional tirade which 
concludes that Fascism is on the 
march. 

In his self-contradictory article, 
written in protest of the trial ot 
twelve top communists in the 

United States, he makes the state- 
ment that "Ihcy ithe aforemcn- 
tinnrd twelve) arc not accused of 
having committed violence, ad- 
vocating violence, or even having 
the intention of bringing it about. 
They are simply charitcd with 
teaching and advocating the prin- 
ciples ot Marxism-Leninism." Now 
anyone who is familiar with the 
teachings of Marx and Lenin 
knows that the equality of the 
masses and thr dictatorship of the 
proletariat must be achieved quick- 
ly and by force in the form of 
world revolution. It doetn't take a 
law yjcjv^ |P prove that teaching 
wo^^Vvofulion and the overthroy 
ot existing governments by force, 
it necessary, is, in fact, advocating 
and teaching violence. 

Mr. Ncuspicl quotes the first 
amendment to the American Con- 
stitution which reads, "Congress 
shall make no laws respecting an 
establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof, 
or abridging the freedom ot speech, 
or of the press: or of the right of 
ppnplr to praccably assemble and 
to petition the government for re- 
dre.'s nf grievances." It has often 
been the practirc nf the American 
courts to follow the spirit nf the 
law rather than the exact wording. 
We notice that the first amend- 
i?ienl mentions > "peaceably to 
assemble". Now if the assembly is 
for the purpose of leaching vio- 
lence and the overthrow of the 
government by forre. tlie phrase 
"peaceably to as.-^cmble " hardly fits 
in. 

Mr . Neuspiel mcnlloivs China, 
Indonesia, and Greece in his ar- 
tlple . as examples ot markets for 
the ►:'export" .drive. Docs 'he forget 
that Anierca,ifed up with Chiang's 
regime In China, less than a month 
ago refused to aid him any longer 
In his struggle against the com- 
munist armies? That American re- 
presentatives in the U.N. lashed 
out bitterly at the Dutch for their 
oppression of the Indonesians? 
That the Greek people preferred 
their present "Fascist" leaders to 
their communist rivals by a large 
majority in an election observed 
by the U.N. officials, who reported 
it to be a fair election? I suggest 
that he ask mme of the Greek 
iludenis studying here what their 
opinion is of the communists who 



are at present keeping their coun- 
try in a state ot economic chaos 
by their guerilla action in North- 
ern Greece. Ask them how they 
feel to have to leave their studies 
at this and other universities to 
go back and fight in an army 
which, in order to hold back the 
communists, must draw heavily 
from the Greek budget and pre- 
cent reconstruction in that coun- 

In contrast to our abrldgèment 
of freedom ot speech, things are 
much rosier In communist domi- 
npted countries. Take' for Instance 
the case of Cardinal Mindszenty, 
who was tried on dubious charges 
of trying to overthrow the govern- 
ment and of illegal currency deal- 
ings. The Cftrdinal, whi resisted 
and was arrested by the Nazis, is 
beinc called % Fascist by his ene- 
mies. This because he exercised

Tlio Arena Wins has chosen a play which has an established 
reputation. Not only rlid 'Thunder RoDk' have a long successful 
run in London but it has been adnptcd to radio and the screen. 
The film made from the story of Thunder Rock several 
years ace amoiic the lop ten movies of its year. Scripts and 
special .«nuiiri fffecis have been proeured from the Dramatists' 
Play Service of N> a- York. 

This is the (ir>i lime that a full scale production has been 
put on by the Arcii» Wing. In keeping with its campus>wide 



casting policy the Wing is looking forward, to Campus-wlda 
support. Tickets have been priced at seventy cents. This low 
price it the first step toward ciitting down on the costs of 
entertainment to the individual student. 

In order that the play may make its full impact upon the 
audience, every effort has been made to point up the usual 
aspects of theatre, but added to these will be an intimacy 
and contact with the players which is only afforded by arena 
stagioK. Seeing 'Thunder Rock' will be an interesting experi- 
ence for those who are accustomed to conventional theatre 
productions. Arena production, despite the fact that it is un- 
usual, does not detract from the main aim of putting on a play. 
In fact, the task of reaching out to the audience, an audience by 



which the actor finds himself completely surrounded, is com-\ 
plicated somewhat. 

Tickets for Thunder Rock" are now being sold by indi- 
vidual students. The Central Ticket Office in the Union will 
soon have a stock of tickets. The Arena theatre will only hold a 
few persons more than three hundred. The performances will 
be given on five nights, Tuesday, March lat, through to Satur- 
day, March Sth. \ The curtain time is 8.15. It is pointed out that, 
since there are no conventional aisles in the theatre, those who 
arrive late may well find themselves involved in the first act. 

The critics who reviewed the earlier efforts of the Arena 
AVing spoke of a slight self-consciousness on the part of the 
front row audience. We would like to point out that, if you 



are one of mose people wno go for oacK seats in lectures, mis 
may be the case. The «im of arena, however, is to seat you 
as closely as possible to the acting area and the people working 
in it. Therefore, when you go to sec 'Thunder Rock', resist that 
first impulse to put yourself in the background. Grab a front 
seat and get into the spirit of the show.
